was surprised that more accidents had not 
occu at that spot. Here they have a 
roundhouse for three engines,“ he continued, 
“and trains are going off and on the 
side track all day. Sometimes the 
trains pull out and the brakeman left 
to close the switch has to run to 
catch this train, which often does not come to 
a dead stop for him. In this way a man may 
in a hurry only throw the switch part way 
round, which would be practically the same as 
an open switch. It is possible that the acci- 
dent happered in this way. The roundhouse 
was built by the people of the town. The offi- 
cials said if we would raise a thousand dollars 
towards building a roundhouse they would 
locate it here. We soon had that sum and 
they went ahead and put up the house with 
our money. It was understood, by me at 
least, that there was to be a man here to look 
after the house and yard all the time. In- 
stead, during the day there is no one left in 
charge. Whoever goes out last is ex 
to see that everything is - 2H shape.’ 

Luther M. Hill of No. Wabash avenue, 
conductor of the Pullman dining-car, narrow- 
ly escaped being on the fatal engine. He said 

he got on engine at Grant while they 

were waiting for a freight breakdown to be 
cleared away. ‘*‘Washburne met the other 
two boys at Momence in the dining-car. After 
emoking a cigar all went forward to the en- 
gine. hen the train pulled up at Grant the 
boys got off the engine and were jumping on 
the platform, having a gay time. I joined 
them and intended to ride a few miles on the 
engine. I got on and talked a few minutes, 
when Mr. Stone said something about getting 
cigars and went back to the dining coach. 
followed and decided not to try engine riding. 
When the smash-up came and I saw what had 
happened it scared me so that I could hardly 
stand.’ 


HOW THE ASSIGNMENT WAS GIVEN, 


“That.Night Trip” Was the Suggestion of 
Young Henry. 

„That Night Trip“ was the assignment 
given to Henry by City Editor J. Harry Bal- 
lard of the Inter-Ocean. The suggestion for 
the trip was made by young Henry, who knew 
the General Passenger Agent of the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois railroad, and his idea was 
to take a night trip in an engine and write 
the scenes and incidents of a ride with only 
the headlight to show the track ahead. He 
was a young man of boundless ambition and 
when the assignment was given him he was 
very much elated at the success of his plan. 
McCafferty was asked to go along and 
make some sketches to go with the 
article. He was also well pleased with the 
trip proposed and expressed his satisfaction to 
several brother artists. They left over the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois at 4:15 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon, going down on the 
engine and leaving Evansville on the return 
trip at 2:30 o’clock yesterday morning. 

At the IJnter-Ocean office there is an air of 
bereavement, The flag on the tall staff on 
the roof flies at half-mast and there is little 
spoken of but the fatal accident that cut short 
the lives of these three promising young men. 
H. H. Kohlsaat, the business manager, has 
taken upon himself the arrangement for the 


reception of the remains. Mr. Ballard 
feels deeply the terrible accident and 
he has done all possible to do 


in notifying the. friends and relatives of tne 
young men, and in seeing that every arrange- 
ment is made and carried out looking to the 
care of the remains. He said of the fatal 


trip: 

1 Mr. Henry came to me some days ago 
with the suggestion that he be allowed to make 
a night trip in a locomotive to get material 
for a story of an engineer’s daily life and the 
scenes and incidents of a night's journey on 
an iron horse, He had been on the paper only 
two weeks, but he had shown an aptitude for 
descriptive writing, and I had no hesitancy 
about giving him the assignment. All ar- 
rangements were completed, transportation 
was secured, and he was told to leave on the 
4:15 train. I thonght some sketches would go 
well with the article andso assigned McCaf- 
ferty to accompany Henry. McCafferty was 
well pleased with the idea of making the trip 
and said he would be glad to go. A half hour 
later he said tosomé fmends in the artist’s 
room: Boys, 1 have an assignment for my 
life. iam going downto Evansville and back 
on an engine, atch the sketches I turn out 
on the trip.’ Poor fellow, he little knew how 
true were his words. It wasan assignment 
for his hfe. Both men left at the appointed 
hour and they were just getting home after 
the trip and had all the material for the ar- 
ticle which was to have been written for the 
Sunday issue of the IJnter-Ocean.”’ 


BODIES RECEIVED IN CHICAGO, 


Some of Those Present at the Depot When 
the Train Arrived, 

The train bearing the remains of the three 
men was due at 7:15 o’clock, but owing to the 
delay at Crete did not arrive until 8:30. There 
was a group of newspaper men at the Dear- 
born Station to do honor to the memory of 
those who had been their companions and 
their friends. Leonard Washburne was the 
best known of the three, and on every hand 
there were heard expressions of profound sor- 
row at his untimely end. 

The awfulness of the accident was not fully 
appreciated until the three pine boxes which 
inclosed the caskets were unloaded from the 
baggage-car and the friends saw on the lids 
in rough pencil the names of 
those who ‘a short time before 
had been full of life and hope, The boxes were 
carried through the baggageroom, placed in 
wagons, and taken to Jordan’s undertaking 
establishment on East Madison street.

LEONARD WASHBURNE. 


Some Characteristics of One of the Men 
Killed—Incidents in His Life. 

Mr. Washburne was a tail, well-built, ath- 
letic young man, and was deeply interested in 
legitimate sports. He was a handsome, man- 
ly fellow, and was always remarkably well- 
dressed, but never overdressed. So par- 
ticular was he in the matter of per- 
sonal appearance that it was a standing 
joke among his fellow-workers Wash- 
burne would secure all the facts and write the 
report of a big early-morning fire, and when 
he had finished look as though he had just 
dressed for the thekter. 

In fact this faculty of always being well and 
tastefully dressed was one of the things that 
troubled the night police reporters of Chicago 
a few years ago when Mr. Washburne was as- 
signed. to that work by Taz CMA Trisunsz. 
No matter how late the item, how bad the 
neighborhood, or how bedraggled the other re- 
porters might be, Mr. Washburne returned 
with the news, but looking fresh and in no 
worse condition than if he had been sent to 
report a banquet. 

is first newspaper work was on Tun Turn- 
une. He had done a little at different times 
before he came to 


about all the e rs on and when 
he became t of the monotony of the 
sleeper he would run up and jump on the en- 
gine at some station, with the remark to the 


engineer: 
I think L' ride with you for a while.“ 

In this way he made many rough and quick 
trips on an engine, and its s and swaying 
were not a thing to trouble him in the least. 
Perhaps these experiences and the excite- 
ment of them induced him to make his last 
ride on the engine with the others. 

Mr. Washburr eft the Santa Fé at the time 
the appropriation for the libraries was cut 
down. The road was not prosperous then 
and that was one of the expenses that it was 
easiest to cut down. He has since been offered 


the 
Santa Fs and applied for work on Tun Trrp- 
ung, bringing many letters of recommenda- 
tion. He was given a position, and soon after 
was assigned to night police work. He did not 
like it, however, and was taken off of it, at 
his request, and assigned to general work. 

His best newspaper record, however, was 
made in reporting baseball games for the last 
two years, although in addition to that he 
wrote the introduction to many of the biggest 
events during that time, always with credit to 
himself and his paper. During the latter 
part of his time with the Jnter-Ocean he 
signed his baseball articles, and this gave 
him a personal reputation in that line that 
made him practically known to many who 
had never had the opportunity to make his 

uaintance, 

ne of his characteristics that should be 
mentioned incidentally was his ability to 
— himself to cireumstances. Having left a 
g home, and having made a fair living 
for a time, he lost what money he had in 
Wichita, Kas., when the boom burst there. 
He met a friend who had two passes to Kan- 
sas City and only needed one. Washburne 
said that Topeka couldn’t be any worse off 
financially than Wichita was, and he went to 
Kansas City on one of the passes. He landed 
there with practically no money. He could 
have , some by telegraphing home, but 
he would not do that. He had started out to 
support himself, and he was too proud to ask 
for help. He was willing to do anything that 
was honorable rather than that, and he started 
out to see what he could find to do. He was 
first offered a chance to canvass a certain 
portion of the city for a clothes-wringer, and 
he accepted it. As he afterwards put it he 
was looking for a chance to make money 
enough to get into some other business and 
that was the only one open to him. He did 
not wish to take up canvassing as a life busi- 
ness, but it was honest, and he did not wish to 
write home for help or live on his wits. 

He did just what he intended to do in that 
line—he made enough money to get out of it 
in a few weeks, and he got out cf it. He came 
to Chicago soon r. 

His last newspaper work in Chicago was the 
introduction to the unveiling of the Grant 
Monument at Lincoln Park for the Inter- 
Ocean. The beginning of his vacation was 
delayed a day or two in order that he could be 
here to write that. 

Mr. Washburne’s Engagement. 

One of the saddest features of Mr. Wash- . 
burne’s death is the fact that he was engaged 
to be married to Miss Mabel Peck, and had 
been busy preparing for theevent. During 
the summer, in addition to his work on the 
Inter-Ocean, he had handled the Chicago base- 
ball news for a number of Eastern papers, 
and the money he received for this he was 
puttmg aside for his marriage. He occasion- 
ally spoke of this to his friends, saying that he 
wished to have something in the bank when 
he began married life. Recently he said that 
he believed he was far enough ahead to be 
sure that he could well take care of a wife, 
and it was understood that the marriage was 
to take place this fall or early this winter. 

Miss Peck received her first information of 
the disaster from an evening paper, but would 
not believe it, and it was not until she and her 
mother had hurried to the Jnter-Ocean office 
and had the news confirmed that she finally 
broke down. 

At the time of his death he was returning to 
Chicago to act as best man at the wedding of 
Thomas Waddell, Assistant City Editor of the 
Inter-Ocean. : 

Terre Horx, Ind., Oct. 15.—[Special. }]— 
Leonard Washburne was here a week ago visit- 
ing friends made when he livedin Terre Haute 
from 1880 to 1883. He was a boy then, but 
attracted much favorable attention by his 
brightness of mind and prepossessing person. 
He was a clerk in an insurance office and after- 
ward for two years was rate clerk under J. R. 
Kendall, Assistant Freight nt of the Van- 
dalia road, While with r. Kendall he 
showed marked: ability in pen and ink 
sketch work. He went from here 
to Wichita, Kas. Some illustrations 
he made for an article by Eugene Field which 
appeared in a Topeka paper caused theattorney 
of the Senta Fé road to take an interest in 
him. He was made librarian of the road and 
held the place for a year. When he left there 
he went to Chicago with letters from his 
friend, the Santa Fé attorney. While here he 
said he was on a vacation, and that he was 
soon to be married to a young lady in Chica- 
go. He was in high spirits, having madea 
hit in his profession. e went from here to 
Clinton, Ind., where his people had lived. 

William H. Duncan, in speaking of Mr. 
Washburne, said: It was at the time of the 
Shannon Bank burglary in Terre Haute in 
1882 that I first met the boy. Detective Van 
Dever and myself went to Clinton at that 
time on some business and there I saw young 
Washburne. He was the station boy, and was 
such a bright lad that he attracted my atten- 
tion at once. Washburne was about 15 or 16 
years old then. Not long after that I got a 
letter trom the boy asking for a place, and 
I gave him a position in my insurance office. 
He was one of the brightest boys I ever knew. 
He had a mind that was much above the or- 
dinary, and I felt assured he would make his 
mark some day. He worked for me two 
years, and then he went to J. R. Kendall, in 
the Logansport railroad office, where he staid 
a short time. From Terre Haute he went to 
Oswego, Kas., where he worked in a mill first 
and then in a bank. Then he went to Topeka, 
where he was chosen librarian of the Santa 
Fé railroad ata salary of $1,500 per year. 
This position he gave up three years ago and 
went to Chicago. 

**Washburne told me Saturday night when 
I left him that he was going back to Chicago 
that night, and as I had not seen or heard of 
him I assumed that he returned to Chicago 
Saturday night, but I consider it more prob- 
able that he went somewhere eise from here 
and then came back and started for Chicago, 

„When Washburne lived here in Terre 


Haute it was in a two-story house 
on Sixth street, near the Normal 
school. His mother kept house. I remem- 


ber that he thought a great deal of her and 
that they were much together. He took her 
to the theater a great deal and I never saw 
himthere with any one else. Iam certain he 
has no relatives here. He told me that he 
just took a notion to come down to Terre 
Haute to se ral of his old friends, and I 
think that e the first visit he paid here 
ince he left my office in 1884.”’ 


ARTIST FRANK M’CAFFERTY. 


He Was Enthusiastic Over the Trip—What 
His Friends Say. 

Frank McCafferty resided with Mr. G. B. 
Brigham, salesman for Haines Brothers, piano 
manufacturers, at No. 366 Wabash avenue. 
He said: 

Mac came here yesterday afternoon, He 
was greatly pleased over his first big assign- 
ment by the Jnter-Ocean. He came running 
in here just like a sunbeam. 

„Papa,“ he exclaimed (you know he al- 
ways called me papa, because he lived with 
me), ‘I’ve got an assignment that will keep 
me out all nighton an engine.

MINNESOTA MURDERER HANGED. 


William Rose Pays the Penalty for a Brutal 
Murder at Redwood Falls. 
Repwoop Fals. Minn., Oct. 16.—[Special. ] 
William Rose was hanged at 1:05 a. m. un- 
der the new law, which requires that all exe- 
cutions must take place between midnight and 
dawn and out of sight of all newspaper men. 
The murder for which Rose was hanged was a 
sensational one behind which there was a 
romance. Rose came to Redwood County 
from Pike County, III., where he was born, 
Jan. 31, 1861. Here he fell in love with Miss 
Grace Lufkin, a prett girl of 20, the daughter 
of Farmer Moses Lufkin. The girl recipro- 
cated Rose’s love, but on the advice of her 
father refused to see her lover. Rose was 
angered at this, and one evening at dusk shot 
Lufkin dead through an open window while 
the latter was conversi with a neighbor. 
Miss Lufkin became deeply despondent, and 
went to Chicago, where at the home of a mar- 
ried sister she committed suicide by cutting 
her throat with a razor. Rose was given three 
trials, his case went through the State Su- 
preme Court and the United States Supreme 
Court, and the Governor twice set the day for 
his execution. Rose wrote a long letter to the 
press yesterday in which he charged a farmer 
named Slover with committing the murder. 


WANT CONTINUOUS APPROPRIATIONS. 


Resolutions Adopted by the Waterways 
Convention at Evansville. 

Evansvitxie, Ind., Oct. 15.—The waterways 
convention met promptly at 9 o’clock this 
morning.

WITHDREW ITS SUIT AGAINST HOWELL. 


The First National Rank of Chicago Drops 

Proceedings Against the Lumberman. 

Omana, Neb., Oct. 15,—[Special.]|—The 
First National Bank of Chicago this evening 
withdrew the suit in which it had attached the 
sale of the Howell lumber-yard in this city by 
H. N. Jewett to C. L. Chaffee. Mr. Chaffee 
then withdrew the suit for damages that he 
had brought against the bank for taking the 
yard and breaking up the business. The sale 
of the Howell Lumber company’s yard at 
this city was made by Mr. Jewett to Mr. 
Chaffee the day prior to the failure 
of Spooner R. Howell of Chicago. Mr. 
Chaffee bought the yards for $112,000 
and assumed the liabilities incurred upon 
them by Mr. Jewett, which were about 5150, 
000. These liabilities were in the shape of 
claims by the Omaha National Bank, the 
Nebraska National Bank, and the Merchants’ 
National Bank of this city, the North Wis- 
consin Lumber company, the Missouri Lum- 
ber and Mining company, and some minor 
creditors. Mr. Jewett had protected the lia- 
bilities that he had incurred when making this 
sale. Vexatious litigation ensued, the validity 
of the Omaha sale was attached, and the 
property has been tied up.

The great 
majority of the arrivals now are unskilled in 
work and below the physical standard of their 
predecessors. Not only do they depress 
wages, but they fill the almshouses and the 
penitentiaries. No one can deny that the con- 
tinued influx of such people is dangerous to 
the community. 


PLANS OF THE PITTSBURG SABBATARIANS 

The following dispatch from Pittsburg was 
received last night: 

The Rev. Dr. Robinson, President of the Sab- 
bath Observance Association, says no move will be 
made this week against the Sunday newspaper, 
as reported was the intention. He refused to sey 
what would be done next week, and intimated to 
the reporter that it was none of the public’s busi- 
ness to know what they intend to do. 


It appears from this that there are in the 
chief city of Western Pennsylvania, in which 
Sunday papers have been printed for the last 
thirty years, certain persons who, not wishing 
to have papers delivered at their houses by the 
carriers Sunday morning, or to buy them 
from the newsboys, are determined that other 
persons, outnumbering them ten to one, who 
do wish to have such papers delivered to them, 
or to buy them from boys, shall be denied 
that right. These meddlers with the rights of 
others are even going so far asto attempt to 
interfere with contracts already made be- 
tween publishers and subscribers, and to 
prevent the former from carrying out their 
part of an agreement to deliver the papers in 
the early morning mostly before people are 
out of their beds. We have not a copy of the 
Pennsylvania law on the subject, but the IIli- 
nois law says: : 

Whoever disturbs the peace and good order of 
society by labor or by any amusement or diversion 
on Sunday shall be fined not exceeding $25. 

He who is instrumental in procuring the 
arrest of any Chicago type-setter or pressman 
or reporter for working at 1 or 2 o’clock Sun- 
day night or of any carrier for delivering pa- 
pers at 4 to 6 o’clock a. m. must prove on the 
trial that the peace and good order of society 
were disturbed thereby or he may get into 
trouble by perjuring himself in swearing to a 
faise charge. Were a zealot to go before a 
Chicago Justice of the Peace and say that his 
peace and good order were going to be dis- 
turbed a few minutes after Saturday mid- 
night while he lay buried in virtuous slum- 
ber, and that the disturber would be a wicked 
printer up six pair of stairs one or six miles 
away quietly setting up the announcements of 
church services for the religious edification of 
tens of thousands a few hours later, and 
were he to ask for a warrant for the arrest of 
the disturber, the Justice would advise him 
to put powdered ice on his head and go home. 

If the Pennsylvania Sunday law is like the 
illinois one then it is not in the power of these 
persecuting Sabbatarians to molest people 
for attending to their own lawful business. 
They will be forced to prove their case, and to 
show how they are interfered with or dis- 
turbed by labor carried on while they are 
asleep. But if the Pennsylvania law is one of 
the old-fashioned, blue law kind which forbids 
Sunday midnight labor absolutely, though 
carried on unseen and unheard, then the case 
assumes a different aspect. Then the question 
arises how far an obsolete law, which for 
thirty years at least has expressed the senti- 
ments of a mere handful of fanatics, shall be 
put in force against the wishes of hundreds of 
thousands of Pittsburg citizens, and shail be 
used to deprive hundreds of men of employ- 
ment, to violate contracts and confiscate 
property. 

Whoever may be arrested under this out- 
worn law, a relic of earlier habits of thought 
and primitive conditions of life, should carry 
his case straightway to the Supreme Court 
and test its constitutionality. He should force 
the Judges to say whence the Legislature got 
its power to pass it. The Pennsylvania Con- 
stitution says: 

The free communication of thoughts and opin- 
ions is one of the invaluable rights of men, and 
every citizen may freely speak, write, and print 
on any subject. 

It will be for the court to say where the 
Legislature got the power to say:citizens shall 
„freely speak, write, and print“ on only six 
days of the week, and whetherit has the power 
to limit theexercise of this invaluable right 
to five or four days. If the friends of the blue 
law appeal to the Mosaic code the court will 
have to ask how that came to be a part of the 
present Pennsylvania Constitution, and if it 
is, why Saturday night is not the day on which 
the right to set type and print must not be ex- 
ercised. If the New Testament is appealed 
to it will be necessary to point out any order 
given therein by the Savior, his Disciples, or 
St. Paul for the compulsory observance of the 
first day of the week. 

According to the program of those blue 
law prosecutors it will be a pretty difficult 
thing to get out a Monday morning paper if 
no one in a newspaper office dare commence 
work until after 12 o’clock Sunday night. It 
will be a hurrying time to write up and set up 
a daily paper between that hour and going to 
press time—say 4 a. m. And then all the 
events of Sunday must be suppressed, such as 
fires, deaths, accidents, reports of sermons, 
and moral lectures, because no reporter will 
dare to write them Sunday. So, too, all the 
street-cars must stop running, and the church- 
goers will have to foot it to church. They 
must not ride in their carriages or hire a cab. 
The milkman will be arrested if he comes 
round Sunday morning, and in short the Pitts- 
burgers will get a taste of Mosaic Sabbath ob- 
servance as practiced by Jews twenty centu- 
ries ago. But it may be best to have the 
rights of American citizens in Pittsburg de- 
termined and see if they have any which fa- 
natics are not permitted to molest. 


THRIFTY SOCKLESS JERRY.

What will he not do when he gets to 
Washington, if the People’s party does not 
find some method of putting the clamps on 
him? 


THE FIRST REPORTS OF FAILURES. 

The announcement of the confidential sec- 
retary of Deacon White, made to the Chicago 
creditors, that he will pay 50 cents on the dol- 
lar, the offer to be good until Dec. 1, opens 
the door to some interesting moral reflections 
which are not confined to the operations of 
Deacon White but. apply with similar force to 
the general army of bankrupts, as well as em- 
bezzlers and bank-wreckers. 

When Deacon White’s failure first was an- 
nounced it was given out in a breezy, non- 
chalant way that he would pay all his debts 
and have alarge fortune—half a million or 
more—left. There would be no trouble and 
his creditors might rest content with their 
prospects. A few days passed and it was an- 
nounced that he would pay all his debts and 
have enough left to resume business at the 
old stand in the old fashion. Then it was 
said that, although he might not have enough 
himself to startin again, his friends would 
stand by him and come forward with the funds 
promptly. The next announcement that came 
was to the effect his frienas did not want 
him to go back to business in that wicked 
street where even good deacons are not safe 
from the tricks and stratagems of the children 
of the world. Then on the heels of this came 
the declaration that he would pay 50 cents on 
the dollar. It is not stated whether this is to 
be a cash settlement or part cash and the rest 
om time, the time fraction to be dependent 
upon the success of further gambling. Be 
this as it may, the deacon has gone sliding 
down the toboggan, starting from the dizzy 
height of paying all debts and having a big 
fortune left and landing on the monotonous 
level of 50 cents on the dollar. 

This diminuendo style of settlement, as we 
have said, is not peculiar to Deacon White’s 
grain-speculation failure. It is an old monot- 
onous story that serves as a tailpiece to all 
failures, embezzlements, and bankruptcies. 
The moment a stock gambler or big operator 
bursts up it is announced that the calamity 
was unexpected but the victim will pay in full. 
It is another phenomenon of these disasters 
that he always is prostrated by them, is de- 
prived of the faculty of talking, and has to 
refer creditors to his lawyer, who also 1s con- 
fident everything will be paid in full. Though 
the man who is running behind always knows 
it and is aware of the disastrous outcome, yet 


he is at once prostrated, takes to his bed, and 


leaves his lawyer to assure all inquirers that 
everything is all right. Now, what is the use 
of such lying? Why should it be said in 
nearly every case that the smashup was un- 
expected? Why should he manifest sur- 
prise when he has been in a bank 
rupt condition for years and knows 
that he has been? This kind of com- 
mercial and financial lying has been gomg 
on fora hundred years notwithstanding no 
one believes the stories and each new bank- 
rupt repeats the stale old lie as unctuously 
and unblushingly as if he were the inventor 
of it and were uttering it for the first time! 
It would be a grateful change if some bank- 
rupt, instead of taking to his bed and leaving 
his lawyer to repeat the monotonous old false- 
hood, would come out frankly and say: Gen- 
tlemen, I am bursted. I have gone up higher 
than Gilderoy’s kite. I cant pay 10 cents on 
the dollar. I know it and I have known it for 
months past. The reason why I have not 
bursted sooner is that I wanted to make all 
that I could out of the smash. This would 
be refreshing, so refreshing indeed, that peo- 
ple would be inclined to pardon the offender. 
Let us have the truth in the future. These old 
stale falsehoods are exasperatingly monoto- 
nous. 
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SLY DIGS AT COOLEY. 

One of the most effective ways of damaging 
a man is by lavishing on him praise to which 
ij is known he is not entitled. It is a ma- 
licious method of attack resorted to often by 
those who are afraid to speak out frankly. 
The Herald is utilizing it against Cooley, one 
of the candidates of its party for Drainage 
Trustee. Onder the pretense of giving him a 
puff it says: 

Mr. Cooley is an engineer. He knows every foot 
of the route to be covered by the proposed canal. 
He was officially connected with the board at one 
time, but was driven out before his work, requir- 
ing the greatest care and most exact calculation 
and experiment, could be completed. No step of 


substantial value to the public has been taken 
since his retirement. 


See bow dextrously the Herald puts the 
knife between the ribs of the Evanston carpet- 
bagger, and turns it around. It calls him an 
engineer when every oné knows now that 
he was unaware of the fact that rock work can 
be done more cheaply in a wet than a dry cut, 
and that he therefore urged on the trustees a 
plan which with his Skokie Cut-off absurdity 
would have added twenty millions to the ex- 
pense of the work. 

The Herald says he was driven out of the 
board before his valuable work could be 
completed. That was printed to call atten. 
tion to the notorious fact that his resignation 
was accepted because his work never would 
have been completed—it was as unending as 
Penelope’s web. The exact calculations and 
experiments so jocosely referred to con- 
sisted in seeing how long he could trifle with 
the patience of the board and fight off its de- 
mands for a report locating the route. When 
pressed to say when he would have his survey 
to the Summit completed and reported to the 
board, he said in the summer of 1892. Since 
his retirement, when the board shook off the 
strangling clutch of Cooley, the entire route 
from Bridgeport to Joliet has been located, 
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dredging out the channel will begin as soon as 
those proceedings will allow. 

A few more such sly dig» at Cooley by the 
Herald and his chances will be no better than 
those of his side partner, Guthrie, the eminent 
geologist and ice man. 


THE STANDARD OF VALUES. 
In commenting editorially upon an able ad- 
dress delivered by Banker W. C. Cornwell of 
Buffalo the Journal of Finance says: 


It is a matter ot very little consequence in most 
nations what money is used so long as its value is 
equal to the articles for which it is exchanged, 
but it is important that after the business and 
commerce of a country have for many years ac- 
commodated itself to a given standard the stand- 
ard should not be recklessly changed. Such a 
change would involve a change of methods in 
every business, the substitution of a different 
standard in international exchanges. It would 
completely revolutionize business and compel a 
new inventory of the assets of every business and 
an accounting upon a different basis. It would 
nullify all past contracts and practically require 
the making of new ones. 


This is a precise statement of the case and 
it expresses the belief of the better informed 
on both sides of the silver controversy. The 
rank and file of those who are clamoring for 
free coinage may not have brains enough to 
comprehend it, but their leaders do, and it is 
for the sake of the change here described 
that they want a 75-cent silver dollar made 
the basis of transactionsin the place of the 
100 Cent gold dollar. They very well know 
that the change would affect all the commer- 
cial and financial responsibilities of the peo- 
ple in much the same way as a relatively small 
part of their trade would be affected by the 
passage of a law enacting that hereafter the 
bushel shall be the equivalent of only three 
pecks instead of four.. If all contracts in ex- 
istence at the time such a law was 
passed were to be settled on the 
old basis there would be little dis- 
turbance except that due to the inconvenience 
and loss of time and material in making the 
change. But if all outstanding contracts 
were required by the law to be filled on the 
new basis, giving the seller the right to de- 
liver three pecks of grain while collecting the 
money for which he had agreed to deliver 
four pecks, the buyer would thereby be de- 
frauded out of one-quarter of his lawful dues 
and the advantage would be reaped by the 
seller who was mean enough to take it under 
the new law. So with the change from one 
money standard to another. After all the 
trouble and expense of accommodating every- 
thing to the new standard it would be found 
that prices were raised in exact proportion to 
the rate of lessening in the value of the cur- 
rency, and the only gain that could possibly 
accrue to any one would be that arising from 
the loss suffered by others who were cheated 
by being obliged to accept less than was their 
due. 

The movement is therefore one by which it 
is hoped to benefit the debtor class at the ex- 
pense of the creditor. Its object is to force 
the latter to accept three-quarters of what is 
due and let the debtor keep the difference 
while retaining all the property that had been 
sold under contract to pay the full amount. 
Perhaps it is not fo be wondered at that many 
debtors have so little conscience as to be will- 
ing to vote for such a swindling measure; but 
it is strange that the workers who constitute 
the great mass of voters should be so foolish 
as to fall into the trap. Even supposing that 
their wages were at once increased to 
correspond with the change in the real 
value of the dollar (and history shows this has 
never been the case), their higher pay would 
buy no more goods than before. They would 
have to pay one-third more for their rent, gro- 
ceries, coal, clothing, and other creature com- 
forts, but with the important difference that 
every one of the dollars they had saved up 
from the proceeds of former toil would 


also possess that decreased purchasing power. 


Whether these savings were simply a few dol- 
lars in pocket, or a larger sum in the bank, or 
an investment. in an insurance company for 
the benefit of their families, it would shrink 
in the same remorseless way, leaving them so 
much the poorer for the change. This is a 
fact well worth being considered by the inill- 
ions of toilers who may be asked to vote in 
November of next year on the question of free 
coinage. 


3 “THE END OF ALL THINGS.” 

After a few years of comparative quiet in 
that respect the world is again being plagued 
with predictions that the end of all things as 
at present constituted is near at hand. The 
prophets seem to have arrived pretty unani- 
mously at the conclusion that the close of the 
present century is to mark this radical change 
in conditions, though they do not all agree as 
to its exact character. Most of them profess 
to expect that the Jews will then have re- 
turned, or be returning to Palestine, the 
hitherto lost ten tribes bemg gathered from 
England and the United States, and that the 
wicked aii over the face of the earth will re- 
ceive a decided set-back. ‘Whether they will 
then be cast into the bottomless pit, leaving 
the saints to be ruled over in peace by 
David as the deputy of Christ, is an 


open question. Some think the year 1899 will 


be the beginning of a preparatory period, and 
others that it will be the close, the latter hold- 
ing that the period referred to began in 1779 
and lasts 120 years, corresponding to the time 
during which the antediluvians were warned 
by Noah. According to these only eight years 
more remain before the land will again 
become a veritable Garden of Eden, being re- 
stored to the condition said to have existed 
before the Fall. And they profess to expect 
that the epoch will be marked bya second per- 
sonal coming of the Messiah, with the resur- 
rection of the saints. 

The prophecies of the Old Testament form 
the ground-work of all this prognostication, 
except as a few passages from the New are 
dragged in tolend support. It matters not 
that these same prophecies have been made to 
do duty many a time and oft by men who 
misread them for proof that the end of the 
world was fixed for other years, all of which 
have long since passed by. Men equally 
learned and devout as those who are now at- 
tacking the problem have felt equally confi- 
dent as they, and the event proved them to be 
totally mistaken. fhe books tell of scores of 
these failures after the self-constituted inter- 
preters had gained more or less of a following, 
in some instances whole nations being panic- 


stricken, only to find that they had been badly 


fooled, yet the next time the trap was set 
thousands of victims fell into it as before. 

In the present case the tixing ot the time 
seems to have no better warrant than the 
claim that A. D. 1899 is “The Year of 
This remarkable conclusion has 
been arrived at by the unphilosophical proc- 
ess of taking the figures 5, 6, 5, and 10, which 
are the numerical values attached to the four 
letters that make up the Hebrew name Y-eh- 
V-eh, adding the unit of the 10 to the last 5, and 
then arranging the result to read 5660. As the 
Jewish reckoning places the creation of the 
world at 3761 B. C., their 5660 will cointide 
with our 1899. This is claimed to receive-fur- 
ther confirmation from the fact that 
1899 will be the year of the November 
showers, and a certain number of those 
showers is alleged to have occurred in regu- 
lar order ever since the sun and moon stood 
still at the command of Joshua at Beth- 
Horon, on which occasion the enemies of 
Israel were smitten with stones falling from 


heaven. It matters not to the claim that | 
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siles are called “ hailstones.” Also the draw- 
ing of the conclusion is not supposed to be 
‘affected by the insignificant circumstance that 
the meteor swarm which gives us the Novem- 
ber showers seems nottohave entéred the 
solar system till the second century of the 
Christian era instead of some 3,350 years ago. 
The wiseacres who figure out an event of such 
tremendous import as the end of the world 
cannot be expected to notice such trifles as 
these. 

It is barely ten years sines the failure of the 
last previous prediction, which attained con- 
siderable circulation. Piaazzi Smith read out 
from his measures of the great pyramid that 
the world would come to an end in 1881, and 
Mother Shipton’s prophecies were hunted up 
to support it. Then the fact that several of 
the planets would be at their perihelia, or 
least distances from the sun, in the early 
eighties was dragged in to confirm the 
vaticination. Everybody knows it was all 
bosh, and one might think after such an 
agreeable disappointment it would be too 
soon for the springing up of a, fresh crop of 
ninnies. But the fools are not all dead yet. 


“THE COLOR LINE.” 

The Atlanta Constitution essays to prove by 
reference to history that the dark skin is an 
outward badge of inferiority,’’ and that the 
dark peoples have always been forced to ac- 
knowledge the superiomty of the whites 
whether they liked it or not.“ It says “the 
one or two hundred million of dark people in 
India were conquered by a few thousand 
“white British troops and are held in subjection 
by an absurdly small minority of whites, 
“who occupy every stronghold and point of 
vantage and are as much feared as a legion 
of devils. Even on the railway lines the 
tourist may go hundreds of miles without 
“seeing a white man, and there is only 
one of them to every 1,700 natives. But 
„ the will power and the determined courage 
“of the few Anglo-Saxons in this almost 
“boundless territory are so generally recog- 
“nized and dreaded that an Englishman is as 
“safe there as in his native land. But the 
‘dark-skinned races of India are incompara- 
“bly superior to the Africans. They had a 
religion, a civilization, and a cultured socie- 
ty. magnificent cities, and disciplined armies 
“centuries before the Anglo-Saxons had 
“emerged from barbarism, yet their dark 
„ski stamps them and fixes their status when 
they come into contact with the whites. 
“Hence it is not likely that even under the 
„milder conditions prevailing here we shall 
„ever see a complete reversal of the inexora- 
“ble law of white supremacy which is a part 
“of the outcome of the doctrine of the sur- 
“* vival of the fittest.” 

The statement may be accepted, but with 
some qualifications. In the first place India 
when conquered by England was a country of 
dark races on which were superimposed a 
people of white race, the higher caste being 
really of kindred blood to Europeans and the 
lower caste far inferior to them in most re- 
spects. The white race dominated the low 
caste majority while partly blended in and 
mingled with them. India is not homo- 
geneous in race, language, or religion. The 
English found India a country of many lan- 
guages, many despotic governments, and sev- 
eral great religions widely different in char- 
acter. It was divided up into a large number 
of little States, each ruled by an absolute sov- 
ereign, with no public opinion to hold them 
in check or direct their energies. The great 
peninsula was destitute of practical science, 
as well as of unity of any kind, and while it 
had a wealth of literature it was the prod- 
uct of ages far away beyond those we agree 
to call the dark ones. India was destitute of 
military science and a stranger to those meth- 
ods of organization by which the nations of 
Europe had achieved victory. Setting out 
there merely as traders the English adopted 


| the policy of playmg off one of these petty 


despots against another, and in that way soon 
became possessors of their land, doing so all 
the more easily as good fortune brought them 
at first into contact with the weaker races of 
the low country, as the rice-eaters of Bengal, 
and not with the more warlike Sikhs of the 
hills and highlands of the Northwest, who 
were not encountered till a later period. By 
the construction of railroads and telegraphs 
and other improvements the red-coated con- 
querors consolidated their power and have 
since remained masters of the country, though 
their tenure was badly shaken by the mutiny 
in the fifties. 

The English gained their power in India by 
virtue of being more highly civilized, under- 
standing better the scientific arts of war, and 
they retained it because they progressed faster 
in those arts than did the natives of India dur- 
ing the last two centuries. The “ conquest” 
cannot be set down to the credit of white 
skins alone orto the disadvantage of dark 
ones alone. Other things have to be taken 
into account, and in particular the fact that 
India was cut up into a number of. independ- 
ent, jealous, warring governments. For the 
very same reason Napoleon was able to hold 
his own against the strength of Europe for 
several years. The latter was split up into 
many little aggregations while his power was 
concentrated. The fact is that when men come 
down to fighting with long range rifles they are 
more nearly equal than before, the plane 
of their action being nearer to the level of 
savageism, and we find that the so-called su- 
perior races have not seldom been hard 
pressed by those which are cited by the Con- 
stitution as inferior. The Mongolians, the 
Turks, and the Moors have at different times 
swept through portions of Europe. En- 
gland had a conflict lasting fifty years or 
more with the Maories in New Zealand, and 
conducted a long war with the Maroons in Ja- 
maica, while the blacks, aided by the climate, 
wiped out the French armies of Hayti. 

A still greater example is furnished by the 
redskins in this country. They have fought 
the whites at intervals for about two and three 
quarter centuries, the struggle extending all 
the way from the Chesapeake and 
Cape Cod to the Pacific slope. When 
they got hold of the weapons of 
the whites they used them just as efficiently 
as the whites ever did, and have succeeded in 
securing a State for themselves (the Indian 
Territory), ample reservations, embracing all 
the land they want, and an annuity of some 
ten million dollars. Apart from philanthropic 
considerations it is found bettea, to treat 
them thus than to fight them. It is much the 
cheaper course of the two. It may be added 
that we took the blacks from the plantations 
of the South, where they had been cowed by 
centuries of servility, put muskets in their 
handa, and found them pretty good fighting 
material during the last year of the Rebellion. 
England, too, has used the natives of the West 
Indies and of the west coast of Africa as fight- 
ers, and also Hindoos of the Northwestern 
provinces, with the result of getting good sol- 
diers when properly trained. 

So it is not altogether a matter of color. 
The fighting power is inherent to humanity, 
whether black, red, or white, if armed and 
trained, |

That they have advanced decidedly is not dis- 
puted, and that advance has coincided with a 
period of high German tariffs. If the advance 
in English wages is due to the change of sys- 
tem in 1846, then the advance in Germany 
may be attributed to the change of system in 
1881, 

But Tun Tarsungz is not particularly con- 
cerned as to what has happened in England or 
Germany. It is interested in the United States 
and its welfare and it believes that it has 
clearly shown that fred trade would be in- 
jurious to American interests, because it 
would cut wages in two to correspond with 
the competitive labor of England and Ger- 
many, because the conditions which exist here 
are radically different from those in England.

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GERMANY AND CHINA AT OUTS. 


The Long Official Friendship Between the 
Two Countries Broken.

Snaxonzi, Oct. 15.—Germany has entered 
into an agreement with the other powers 
against China. A deception has been 
practiced at Pekin in the hope that Germany 
would again refuse to enter the combination 
ee sustain the position it has tacitly 
held all along with the Tsung-Li-Yamen 
dg European diplomacy. Recently the 

rman Minister, M. de Brandt, who is Dean of 
the diplomatic corps at Pekin, compromised 
the dignity of his colleagues in the matter of 
an audience for the purpose of securing 
Chinese favors and concessions for public 
works and railways inaugurated at Kraiping, 
near Tientsin. He appeared to act for an 
Neuer of an ironworks firm conducted by the 

rupp concern at Essen, which 1s seeking for 
the monopoly in furnishing rails and guns. 

It is reported today that the old-time official 
friendship between Germany and China is a 
thing of the past. Minister Brandt also de- 
mands an indemnity for the outrages against 


foreigners, having realized the colossal decep- 7 


tion of the Chinese. ' 

A Tientsin message says that the French 
Minister M. Lemaire, has returned to his 
post at Pekin, and confirms the report of the 
unanimous agreement of the foreign powers. 
Many warships have arrived at Shanghai. 
There are rumors abroad that the insurgents 
are to set fire to the European quarters tomor- 
row, but today all is quiet. 

British ae named Mason, who is 
said to be leagued with the Kolao Hui men, 
will be tried at the assizes next week on the 
charge of transporting contraband arms and 
dynamite consigned to and intended for the 
insurgents. The situation remains serious. 


Hard Row for Peace Projectors. 

Roux, Oct. 15.—The projectors of the great 
peace conference in Kome continue to meet 
with many disheartening obstacles to the 
scheme. Signor Bonghi, after vainly en- 
deavoring to persuade the German Liberals 
that the Alsace question will not be discussed 
in the meetings, has resigned the Secretary- 
ship ot the Conference committee. Senator 
Guerrieri and Signor Gonzaga, despairing of 
their ability to draft a program that will suit 
all the delegates, have also resigned from the 
committee. They complain that the demands 
of the extremists and faddists were ir- 
reconcilable with any practicable arrange- 
ment. It is ex that still others will re- 
tire from the direction of the movement. At 
present the remaining meinbers of the com- 
mittee are engaged in what seems an almost 
hopeless task of searching for a President 
who will be free from bias and acceptable to 
all concerned. 


Ostend a Rival of Monte Carlo.

Nauon, Belgium, Oct. 15.—The great suc- 
cess of the gambling at Ostend this season 
has resulted in a systematic attempt backed 
by large cepital to make this city a rival to 
Monte Carlo. The scheme is being pushed by 
a coterie of well-known Europeans whose 
names are at present kept in the background, 
but who are nevertheless known to have de- 

ited a sum equivalent to a million dollars 
in the bank as capital for the enterprise.

Lay the Blame on Sumbert. 

Lorpon, Oct. 15.— In a recent interview one 
of the most prominent Cardinals, known to 
be an intimate friend of the Pope and one of 
his advisers, said that the Vatican is con- 
vinced that the late disorders in Rome, pre- 
cipitated by French pilgrims, were really in- 
stigated by the Italian Government, which 
has become jealous of the growing influence 
of the Pope and the amicable relations which 
exist between France and the Vatican. The 
Cardinal declared the Italian Government 
would prefer the assassination or expulsion of 
the Pope to the present situation.

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The Traffic in Titles in Germany. 

BERLIN, Oct. 15.—It now seems that the fam- 
ily of Herr Manche, who was yesterday sen- 
tencea to imprisonment for using his official 
position to traffic in titles, had repaid to 
Thomas the 10,000 marks, which amount 
Manche was unable to account for at the trial. 
The evidence at the trial also showed that the 
late Herr Bittér, the Minister of Finance un- 
der Prince Bismarck, after the latter’s retirc- 
ment trafficked in decorations and titles, and 
it was he who embezzled the missing charity 
money.

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STORMY SESSION OF THE METHODIST 
COUNCIL IN WASHINGTON. 


Mr. Atkinson Calis Primitive Methodists 
Impostors and the Presiding Officer ‘Is 
Unable to Quell the Tamult Which Fol- 
lows— Ministers Alarmed at the En- 
croachment Made by the Catholic Church 
Upon the Public Schools—Temperance 
Is Also Discussed by the Council. 


Wasurneton, D. C., Oct. 15.—The session of 
the Ecumenical Council of the Methodist 
Church broke up in a row this afternoon. 
During a discussion on temperance one of the 
delegates declared that Mr. Atkinson, M. P., 
had called the Primitive Methodists impostors. 
Mr. Atkinson denied that he had done so and 
begged the presiding officer to knock him 
down,“ meaning, of course, to rap the inter- 
rupter toorder. This led to great confusion. 
The Primitive Methodists were all on their 
feet demanding a retraction and threatening 
to withdraw from the conference. 

Dr. Stephenson and other Wesleyans were 
beseeching Dr. Atkinson to withdraw his 
remark and apologize, but he bluntly refused 
todo so, asserting that he had nothing to 
apologize for; that if the delegates would not 
consume his time he would explain. As they 
persisted in their demand for retraction he 
characterized their stupidity in forcible terms, 
and seeing no chance of restoring harmony 
the presiding officer, who had exhausted every 
effort to calm the troubled waters, declared 
the session adjourned, and the delegates 
passed out of the church after singing the 
doxology. 

An Unfortunate Quotation. 

The Rev. Dr. Ralph Abercrombie of En- 
gland regretted that the proceedings of the 
morning had not been characterized by that 
spirit of harmony which seemed to be proper 
in the consideration of the subject of unity. 
It reminded him of the verse of the old hymn: 

Into a world of ruffians sent, 
I walk on hostile ground. 

A deprecating murmur went up at this quo- 
tation, but hardly had Dr. Abercrowbie taken 
2 seat be fore there was a struggle for the 

oor. 

Dr. Leonard of New York insisted upon 
recognition, although the Chair had already 
accorded the floor to Dr. King. 

Immediately there followed a scene ot great 
confusion and disorder, the Chair refusing to 
recognize Dr. Leonard, and the latter shout- 
ing out repeatedly: “Mr. Chairman, Mr.

Present Position of Romanism. 


The Rev. M. T. Myers of the Primitive M.

This was one of the chief 
points of difference from Protestant Chris- 
tianity and was at once her dread and her 
danger. 

The second was her settled purpose and her 
unscrupulous methods ot propagating and 
promoting her own interests. One heart beat- 
ing within the Vatican circulated one zeal 
through all that monstrous body, which re- 
— again to feed the fountain of its per- 
nicious life. No wonder she was so strong 
and was apparently so successful when her 
* a were so united and energetic. 

The next speaker was the Rev. Dr. H. L. 
Fiske of Albion, Mich., his special subject be- 
ing ** Romanism as a Political Power.“ 

„ Romanism, he said, is an evolution in 
which spiritual forces have been largely sub- 
ordinated to human ambitions, resulting in a 
politico-teligious organization, or a religious 
body wielding political power for ecclesiastical 
ends. The Church of Rome is to be judged by 
the record it has made in history. Viewed 
historically it appears as the most determined 
and at times the mightiest political power on 
the face of the earth. Palliate it as much 
as we may, its career - has been 
one of attempted usurpation of political 
prerogatives. in these United States it has 
been persistent in its demands for a pro rata 
share of our State school funds for the sup- 
port of its parochial schools.. At the polis and 
in the courts it has sought to eject the Bible 
from the public schools so that under the plea 
that they were Godless it could destroy them. 


Priests’ Dictation at Elections. 


Its priests sre known to dictate at political 
elections. When it cannot be imperium it is 
determined ta be imperium in imperio, thus 
justifying the declaration of Bismarck that its 
object is “‘ subjection of secular power to that 
of the church. Theefliciency of the Catholic 
Church as a political power grows out of two 
facts.

This sweeps private judg- 
ment out of the field of government and en- 
slaves the conscience, 

** Second—This efficiency grows out of the 
extraordinary centralization of power in the 
temporal head of. the church. Nothing else 
on the face of the earth isso arbitrary as Ro- 
manism. The word Pope contains it all. The 
Pope is as eager for temporal power as he ever 
was. He plays he is a prisoner solely as a 
ground for the need of temporal sovereignty. 

But the political vitality of Romanism is 
becoming 2 There are intelligent 
Catholics in this country, like Cardinal Gib- 
bons and Archbishop Ireland, who plainly see 
that if the church is to flourish and get the 
most out of the times as they sweep onward 
it must not waste its energies in an unequal 
fight with our enlightened and progressive 
civilization, but that it must clasp hands with 
it and make it its ally.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. Nicholas of the Irish Church 
made an address on Romanism as a Relig- 
ious Power.“ At the afternoon service the

NATIONAL COMBINE OF WAREHOUSES, 


The Members Say It Will Not Affect the 
‘Rates— What It Proposes to Do, 

The first national organization of ware- 
houses was effected yesterday at the Grand 
Pacific. Hitherto they have had what was 
known as the Associated Transportation and 
Storage companies of the United States, but 
it covered merely the transportation of agri- 
cultural implements. The old organiza- 
tion will probably be merged into 
the new, which has a much wider scope 
and has chosen the name of the United States 
Warehousemen’s Association, At the pre- 
liminary meeting thirty-five of the léading 
warehouses from New York to San Francisco 
were represented. A temporary organization 
was effected by the election of Percy Thomp- 
son, manager of the Belt-Line Storage com- 
pany of Kansas City, as Chairman, and J. R. 
Price, Secretary and Manager of the Cleve- 
land Storage company, as Secretary. Perma- 
nént officers will be chosen today. 

In no way has the organization anything to 
do with storage rates, and the members are 
anxious that the erroneous impression should 
not be gained by the public that it is any- 
thing in the nature of a trust. Every mem- 
ber, they say, will be fully as independent in 
such matters as before. 

“We are organizing simply for mutual 
benefit outside the question of rates, said 
Secretary Price. “Particulars regarding 
business in Cleveland and our customers may 
be given to members in other cities to their 
great advantage. Rates will not even be dis- 
cussed, much less any rule in regard to them 
made.“ 

Chairman Thompson said in addition to 
this: Elevator receipts for grain are every- 
where good security in financial transactions. 
Warehouse receipts should have equal recog- 
nition, although now but few warehouses are 
considered regular by Boards of Trade. 
There will be no excuse for this when our as- 
sociation is known as consisting of none but 
men of the highest responsibility, lists of 
whom will be furnished to business-men and 
bankers throughout the country. Loans or 
purchases can then be made on warehouse re- 
ceipts without any difficulty.”

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TOOLEN DECLARES WAR. 


HE FORMALLY DENOUNCES I. E. coo- 
LEY AS “AN ALLEGED NOMINEE.” 


The Protest Against the Ex-Engineer’s 
Candidacy for Drainage Trustee Backed 
by Affidavits—Registration and Voting 
of Women—Several Organizations Serve 
Notice That They Will Continue to De- 
mand a Right to Cast a Ballot-Instruc- 
tions te Voters Outside the City. 


A J. Toolen, claims to have been de- 
frauded out of the Democratic nomination for 
trustee of the Sanitary District, filed yester- 
day with the County Clerk an objection to the 
name of L. E. Cooley being printed on the 
official ballot as a candidate for the position, 
notwithstanding the statements credited to 
him that he would take no such action. 

The affidavits filed by Mr. Toolen were 
Signed by thirty of the delegates to the con- 
vention. Mr. Toolen addresses his objection 
to the County Judge, State’s Attorney, and 
County Clerk, who will sit as a board of scru- 
tiny Monday. His bili claims: 

That the alleged and pretended nomination of 
said L. E. Cooley was procured by and as the re 
sult of fraud, as the said L. E. Cooley well knows. 
That said L. E. Cooley was not nominated for 
said office by any convention of delegates, caucus, 
or meeting representing a political party which 
at the last general election polied 2 per 
cent or more of en.ire vote cast in 
the said Sanitary District or in. said 
W. of Chicago or County of Cook. That said L. 
E. Cooley does not represent any political party 
or political principle in respect to his said candi- 
dacy and 7 tended nomination ; that in so far as 
the said L. E. Cooley is representative of any- 
thing, he represents his own strong rsonal a. 
sire to become a member of the Board of Trustees 
of the said Sanitary District of Chicago for the 
purpose of disrupting and destroying the works 
and things required by law to be done by the 
said board and defeating the purposes 
of the statute creating said board, which 
same rinciple he represented when 
during the session of the islature in the 
spring of 1891 the said Cooley lobbied for several 
weeks in Springfield, III., with members of the 
said Legisiature, urging that the said law under 
which said Sanitary District is formed be wholly 
repealed and set aside. That at the time of the 
said pretense and fraudulent nomination of the 
said Cooley for the said office of trustee of said 
Sanitary istrict of Chicago the place of 
residence of him, the said Cooley, was 
the Village of Evanston, in said county, 
a place wholly without the said Sanitary Dis- 
trict, and that his place of residence has been at 
said Evanston for many years prior thereto; and

Supported by Sworn Testimony. 


This objector further states that the averments 
aforesaid are supported by atlidavits and state- 
ments of persons who sat in and were members of 
the convention, caucus, or meeting of delegates 

assumed to and did nominate said L. E. 
Cooley for said office; that most, of said state- 
ments are under oath in the form of afl 
davits, and which affidavits are in 
possession of this objector, ready to be 
submitted to this board when it is in 
session and ready to hear proof, and copies of 
which statements are attached and annexed here- 
to and made part hereof. This objector further 
shows that a Campaign committee and an Ex- 
ecutive committee purporting to represent the 
two parties represented in the convention, cau-

Mostevipeo, Uruguay, Oct. 15.—Everything 
is quiet here. The revolt was a complete 


dispersed numbered 3,000in all. Those who were 
made prisoners were taken to the penitentiary 
to be tried by aJudge for their crime.

The others 
saved their lives by surrendering. Meantime 
a battalion of the Fourth Infantry met the 
populace near the National club at Union and 
in the street fight which ensued Capt. Aris 
was wounded, a trumpeter was killed, and 
three soldiers were wounded. A well-known 
auctioneer named Fernandez and two other, 


citizens were killed and five others wéunded. 


It had been arranged to assassinate Dr. J. 
Herrara V. Obes, the President, by twenty 
Sicilians under the leadership of Abotte, the 
Italian who m@rdered Dr. Rucker. President 
Obes, however} was aware of the murderous 
plot. He passed the night at Cabildo with 
his Cabinet and Gen. Maximo Tajes, his pred- 
ecessor in the Presidency and now in control 
of the army.

THE COLORED LAWYER OF DES 
MOINES BOUGHT FOR $100, 


Democrats Make Their Usual Campaign 
Blunder in the Nick of Time—Complete 
Refutation of the Charge That the Re-

The contract was type-written, except the sen- 
tence in regard to the position in the Legisla- 
ture, which was written with a pen. When 
Mash was interviewed this evening he denied 
the existence of any such contract, but would 
not say anything further until he Had con- 
sulted with the 4 committee. The 
contract, which is in the hands of the Repub- 
licans, is evidently the original draft, and it 
was found this morning on the streets by two 
gentlemen who were walking behind Mash 
when he, in taking his handkerchief out of 
his pocket, puil the contract out and 
dropped it. 

The Republicans of this part of the State 
are highly elated over the success of yester- 
day’s demonstration. The itnmense agricult- 
ural display in the morning is the talk of the 
State and has done more to convince every 
one that the farmers of Iowa are for Wheeler 
than any other thing that has occurred during 
the campaign.

McKinley, Sherman, and Foraker Address 
a Great Crowd at Dayton. 

Darrow, O., Oct. 15. — [Special.] — The 
speeches by Senator John Sherman, William 
McKinley, and ex-Gov. J. B. Foraker here to- 
day will be a subject of comment and diges- 
tion during the remainder of the Ohio cam- 
paign. Three of Ohio's greatest orators met 
on one platform and tried to surpass one an- 
other in their efforts to please and instruct an 
audience of probably 30,000 people.

For the vernment ownership of railroad, 
telegraph, telephone, and express companies. 

For a two-cent passenger rate bill. 

For tho free coinage of silver. 

For the issuance of money direct to the people. 

For the passage of the Conger lard bill. 

The following other public measures were 
approved: The protection of the makers of 
promissory notes against the innocent pur- 
chaser ; the reduction of contract interest to 
6 per cent; the Australian ballot system; and 
the election of United States Senators by a 
direct vote of the ple; and a deep-water 
outlet to the Gulf of Mexico. The pork-pack- 
ing combine of Chicago is denounced, as well 
as the gambling in — and futures of the 
Boards of Trade. The alien ownership of 
land is denounced. 

The Farmers’ Allianceand Industrial Union, 
or Southern Alliance, elected J. M. Joseph 
President; Daniel Campbell, Vice-President ; 
and Goo B. Long. Secretary. J. D. Rate- 
kin, F. F. Roe, and L. S. Mann, Judiciary 
committee. The Ocalaand St. Louis plat- 
forms are indorsed with a special reference to 
the Suttreasury plank. 

The Executive Council of Iowa is censured 
for not raising the assessment of railroad 
property, and the union of the Northern and 
Southern Alliances is urged.

EVIDENCE IN DETECTIVE NORRIS’ CASE. 


The Prosecution Rests and the Defense In- 
troduces Testimony. |

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An Apparent Concerted Movement Amongst 
Newspapers to Hurt the Fair, 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Berti, Oct. 15.—The frequency with which 
some of the minor papers throughout Ger- 
many refer in spiteful and disparaging terms 
to the World's Fair gives rise to a suspicion 
that there is a concerted movement of a 
blackmailing character among the less re- 
spectable portion of the press, such as was 
shown conclusively to exist in the case of the 
French Exhibition.

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REPORT ON OKLAHOMA TERRITORY. 


Gov. Steele Makes Public His First Official 
Message—Schools Needed. 

Gur nm, O. T.. Oct. 15.—Gov. Steele’s 
first report as Governor of Oklahoma Terr1- 
tory was made public yesterday. He regrets 
that provision was not made by Congress for 
the establishing and support of common 
schools inthe territory recently opened to 
settlement. The settlers are mostly poor peo- 
ple, and in addition to providing education for 
their own children there are a great number 
of Indian children who may attend the white 
schools notwithstanding the fact that tne 
Indians’ land is exempt from taxa- 
tion for the support of schools. This 
condition of affairs will work hardship upon 
the settlers. In regard to the opening of the 
Cherokee land Gov. Steele emphasizes the 
great beriefits to be derived therefrom, and 
says: There is every reason why it should 
be thrown open to settlement, and none that I 
know of why it should not be. If it may be 
bought for the use of friendly Indians at 47 
cents an acre from the Cherokees, I see no 
reason why tne Cherokees seventy miles away 
should object to white people settling at the 
same price, and if they do object I see no rea- 
son why we should not take it anyhow at not 


exceeding the same price. 

As to town sites Gov. Steele says: 1 hop 
before any other town sites are thrown ope 
to settlement the town sites will be carefully 
selected, surveyed, platted, and published, and 
I urgently recommend a different mode of 
opening town sites to settlement. 

“At the recent opening of Tecumseh and 
Chandler there were at least 5,000 people at 
each place waiting for the signal to be given 
3 entering said town sites, containing 2.400 

ta, good and bad, A large proportion of 
7 intending to enter the sites were anx- 
ious te go in on foot to avoid the danger in- 
cident to riding on horseback orin wagons 
and vehicles of various kinds. One man was 
killed by his horse fallmg on him; others 
were more or less injured. But the real set- 
tlers Were in too many instances deterred 
froin attempting to get a lot or a home from 
the very fact that horsemen were allowed to 
ride in.’ 

The Governor speaks of the opening of the 
lands on the western border as follows: On 
account of a at many of the Indians refus- 
ing to take their allotments much delay has 
been ¢aused in the allotting of lands to the 
Cheyennes and Arapahoes, and I am informed 
that the appropriation for making these allot- 
ments is practically exhausted. Unless it is 
possible to make other arrangements to throw 
these lands open to settlement early next 
spring, so that settlers may raise a crop next 
year, it will mean hardship, destitution, sick- 
ness, and death among the hundreds of settlers 
who have been long on its borders and in 
many instances for months waiti for 
homes. They are beirig joined every day by 
hundreds who were disappointed in securing a 
home in the recently opened lands in the Sac 
and Fox and adjoining reservations.”’ 


FINANCES OF THE CHOCTAW NATION. 


Schools Are in Good. Condition and There Is 
Money in the Treasury. 
Sr. Louis, Mo., Oct. 15.—A dispatch from 
the Capital of the Choctaw Nation says the 
annual message of Chief Jones to the Choc- 
taw Council was read Friday, but was held 
by the committee to which it was referred un- 
til yesterday. The Governor reports the 
finances of the nation in good shape. He 
says: Ibo report of the National Treasurer 
shows that the receipts of the fiscal year end- 
ing July 31, 1891, were $310,094; that the ex- 
penditures during the same time were 8192. 
083, leaving a balance of $118,011, which is 
sufficient for all our wants during the coming 
ar. 
“He recommends that all collectors deliver 
to the treasury money collected within thirty 
days. The schools are ail in excellent condi- 
tion. There are $22,163 net p money 
on hand which he recommends be applied to 
the school funds. Touching the sale of the 
eo district he says that committee sent 
ashington to negotiate for the sale were 
—.— to do anything, owing to the seem ing 
indifference of the authorities and that the 
case remains in statu quo. He recommends 
the education of all Choctaw freedmen and 
asks that the Nation build them at least one 
high school building by Sept. 1, 1891. Speak-

HOWLAND’S BRIDGE-GATE INVENTION. 


A Pontiac Man Has a Cheap and Simple 
Contrivance to Prevent Accidents, 

G. B. Howland of Pontiac, III., is in Chi- 
cago witha simple contrivance for bridge 
gates which seems to furnish a solution of the 
troublesome question. His invention consists 
of two or three parallel metal bars, running 
the entire width of the street, which are raised

FEDERAL CHARGE AGAINST MARINE MEN 


A Serious Phase of the Blockade Troubles 
on the River. 

The Federal authorities are asked by rail- 
road companies to bring criminal action 
against the Captain of the Western Transit 
company’s steamer Hudson and the Captains 
of two of Dunham’s tugs for obstructing the 
United States mails at the Pittsburg and Fort 
Wayne company’s railroad bridge. 

About two weeks ago the Hudson was com- 
ing down the South Branch in tow of two tugs. 
It lay at the Fort Wayne railroad bridge for 
several hours, preventing the bridge from 
closing and delaying railroad traffic. 

„The Hudson was on its own side of the 
river, Hugh MacMillan said yesterday, and 
entered the south draw. At the elevator lay 
the steamer Robey, completely obstructing 
the channel. The Harborinaster was request- 
ed to move the Robey. He failed to do his 
duty, the boat’s agent telling the Captain not 
to move. Then the Harbormaster ordered the 
Hudson to back out ot the draw. The Cap- 
tain tried to do so, but his shoe and wheel ran 
in the mud. The Harbormaster should then 
have insisted on the Robey moving, but he 
did nothing. It was no fault of the Hudson 
that the bridge was held open.“ 

District Attorney Milchrist has assured Mr. 
MacMillan that no proceedings would be com- 
menced if it could be shown that the mails 
were delayed without maliciousness. The ac- 
tion will be criminal against the other Cap- 
tains if one 1s commenced.

FIRST MESSAGES BY TELEGRAPH. 


Three Important Occasions at the Time of 
Morse’s Experiments. 

The Western Union Telegraph company is 

searching for the first telegram that ever went 

over a wire. It is believed that Maj. Stephen 


Johnston of Piqua has it, but he has not been 


able to find it among his papers. 

In 1844, when Morse was experimenting in 
Washington with a wire that extended to An- 
napolis, he was visited by Maj. Johnston, who 
was among the delegates arriving in town on 
their way to the Whig convention in Balti- 
more. The experiments were incomplete, and 
in the course of the explanation Morse said 
that he had sent to Annapolis a friend who 
would try to send a message and asked Johns- 
ton to wait. Soon the recorder began to tick. 
Morse read the message in the characters 
that he had arranged and gave the slip to 
Johnston, who, considering it the first com- 
plete sentence ever sent by telegraph, careful- 
ly preserved it. The message expressed the 
oyna of the senderin reaching the inventor 

y wire. 

In the most trustworthy descriptions of the 
development of the telegraph, it is related that 
among the earliest messages, while the line 
was in its experimental state, was one from 
Baltimore on May 1, 1844, announcing the 
nomination of Henry Clay to the Presidency 
by the Whig convention. On May 11 Morse 
sent to his assistant, Albert Vail, in Balti- 
more, “Everything working well, and that 
became historical.

On the outeredge of the 
path of these mourners were arranged various 
other floral tributes—a lyre of orchids on a 
tablet of — ivy, a wreath of tropical 
leaves, a standard cross of ivy leaves inclosed 
in a wreath of pansies, a broken wreath of 
white and pink carnations, a broken wheel of 
white roses, a scroll of carnations, a garland 
of La France rosea, a crescent of funereal cy- 
press leaves, and many bunches of cut flow- 
ers and several delicate arrangements of smi- 
lax, with littie ferns, !

Wants to Correct a Slight Error. 

CuicaGco, Oct. 14.—[{Editor of The Tribune. }—I 
noticed in your editorial, published Oct. 13. on 
the subject of transmitting power from Niagara 
Falls to Chicago, that a slight error has crept in 
which makes the concluding paragraph some- 
what misleading: The estimated commercial re- 
turn of from 40 to 50 per cent of the original 
power means that that percentage of the power 
taken from the Falls would be delivered to the 
motors or lamps in Chicago. The difference of 
from 50 to 60 per cent represents the wer lost 
owing to what we may term electrical friction in 
the conductors and transformers. These losses 
of energy are inseparable from the transmission 
of power toa distance, and the ater the dis- 
tance the greater the loss. You will see that this 
estimate has nothing to do with the question of 
profit. In fact, the scheme, if attempted, would 
scarcely be tried with the hope of making money, 
but merely as a scientific demonstration of what 
can be done by American electricians in the long

se; there is no reasonable grounds for giving it 
any sup Furthermore, there is abundant 
ground for opposing the league on account of the 
notorious fact that the recent convention was 
captured and dominated by Camp 20.“ Before 
that convention the league was in a position to 
plausibly urge that it was not responsible for the 
actions of individual members. But since those 
members—who have been not only condemned 
but execrated by all American citizens—since 
they have obtained control of the league, the 
same excuse can no longer be made. ore- 
over, the miserable cabal which has been 
so publicly branded has manifested, concertedly, 
astrong tendency to attack the ecclesiastical au- 
thorities of the Catholic Church. This is not 
ood politics, to say nothing of the discredit to 
rishmen of that church. Mr. Gladstone, who is 
a stanch Peotestant, wantonly attacked our 
church in his famous article on the Vatican 
Decrees, but he found it was not good politics 
and his change of conduct has been rewarded by 
support from those who previously opposed him. 
John Morley is an agnostic, but being in all his 
actions, as far as known to the public, a just and 
upright man. he receives also the support of the 
Irish hierarchy. Bismarck established the Ma 
laws and said we will not go to Canossa, 
but he found it was not good politics to 
wantonly attack millions of his own countrymen. 
When I was a little boy, in 1867, lremember well 
a conversation held in my hearing by important 
officials of Dublin Castle in which it was stated 
that secret-service money was employed to hire 
men to go among the Fenians and to propagate 
anti-clericalism—that is to say, hostility to the 
ecclesiasticai authorities of the Catholic Church. 
The opiniou was stated that informers could not 
do much harm, but that the auti-clericals would 
disrupt the organization more completely than 
any government measures. Now as this anti- 
clerical spirit has displayed itself simultaneously 
and by concert in all directions, if Irishmen 
have no respert for their church they ought at 
least to have common sense enough not 
to play into the hands of their enemies. Frank 
Thorpe Porter. an Irish magistrate, told a few 
friends in my presence that when he was prose- 
cuting the men of 48.“ in one circle of forty-five 
members fifteen were in communication with him. 
There is quite a lot of evidence that in the ranks 
of the so-called patriots and Irish revolutionary 
societies who libel Ireland by calling themselves 
representatives of Irish patriots there is a swarm 
of British spies and traitors who couid be 
all taken in the one net with the anti- 
clericals. Under all these circumstances a 
true love for Ireland should dictate the 
policy of supporting the majority of the 
rliamentary party and the hierarchy of Ire- 
and. Here, in Lincoln, three years ago Mr.

INTERESTING INFORMATION FROM 
THE BUREAU OF STATISTICS. 


Effect of Trvention and Competition, with 
a Dall Demand, in Reducing the Prices 
of Both Metals—Notable Advance in the 
Cost of Farm Prodacts as a Result of 
the Kuropean Famine—What the Fig- 
ures Show. 

Wasuinarox, D. C., Oct. 12.— The Bureau 
of Statistics has collected from the most reli- 
abie sources a mass of interesting information 
upon prices last year and this year. The fig- 
ures are allowed to speak for themselves. 
They show the general downward tendenvy of 
prices of protected manufactures. For exam- 
ple, here are the prices of steel rails per ton 
at the mills in Pennsylvania, and also of cut 
nails at Pittsburg per 100 pounds for the

RAILWAYS IN FAR-OFF CHINA, 


Russia Anxious to Build a Road Through 
to Shanghai. 

Smax, China, Aug.28.—Negotiations are 
now bein carried on by the Russian repre- 
sentatives with the Chinese Government for the 
right of way to build a railway from Vladivos- 
tuck, Siberia, across the northern border of 
Corea to Tien-Tsin, and thence through North- 
eastern China to Shanghai. This road is to 
be really a continuation of the Trans-Siberian 
system now being built by the Ruisian Govern- 
ment to make a complete railway communi- 
cation between St. Petersburg and Vladivos- 
tock. The first sod of the eastern terminus of 
this railway wasturned by the Czarowitz at 
Viadivostock in June last during his visit 
to that part of the Russian dominion. 

The object of this road is declared to be 
mainly to secure a ready and quick overland 
route from China to Europe. At present a 
great deal of the tea—by far the largest portion 
used in Russia and other sections of tern 
Europe—is brought overiand by caravans be- 
tween China and the ports on the Caspian 
Sea. This is an extremely expensive way of 
carrying freight, and on the completion of the 
— railway it is proposed to run trains
